It is related that the l.iti: W. K. Gladstone oive went to 


Queen Victoria, and pivs'-ntins; an act of Parliament asked 
her In the usual formal way to give It h"r ofllctal blsrmture. 
The Qiuen at first deimnred, as it did not meet her entho 
approval. 
Gladstone, howe-.er, was obdurate and intimat- 


ed very strongly that she was compelled to sive her assent. 
This pressure fiom the Premier '-athcr uettled her majesty 
and she indignantly responded, "You must remember, sir. 
I am th-> Quaen." 
Gladstone in reply bowed very deeply 


and In a significant tone s.'id: "And yon must remember, 
madam, that I nm the people." 
Her majesty signed the 


document In question without fuvthor protest. 


The late Queen was too politic a woman to court a contest 


with a power which she well recognized was the domin- 
ating one In British affairs, and ever alter the set-to with 
Gladstone her majesty always submitted to the wishes of 
Parliament. 
As matters stand today tho spirit of deiuic- 


racy Is as strong in England as it is in tho United States, 
and though the forms of royalty are preserved its powers 
h-xve loner since departed. 
Over a hundred years aso it was 


paid that the Englishman had more rights than the Eng- 
lishman's Kins, and if !>nythlns? this difference and distinc- 
tion between sovereign and subject has grown to the great- 
er advantage of the latter. 
While of course the influence of 


the sovereign from a social and moral standpoint Is tremen- 
dous and far reaching, he is totally divested of all political 
.authority, and Is m>rc the sla%e o£ parliamentary whim 
than even the poor subject who has rights that cannot b.- 
taken from him. 
The very fact that his wishes are not 


consulted as to the form ot oath he Is to take is' indication 
enouprh of how little his personality Is concerned, the "di- 
vine risrht" for which the Stuarts fought—and incidentally 
died—bavins long since been relegated to the obscurity of 
mere tradition.

TUNNEL BILL 


IS SIGNED BY

Hoards of Supervisors where It is ap 
parent to them that the maintenance 
ol the roads, bridges or tanncls is op- 
pressive !o the taxpayers of any road 
district to cause the 
cost of 
such 


maintenance to be paid out of tho gen- 
eral road fund of the county. It also 
empowers Supervisors by a two-thirds 
vote of the board in such instances to 
take money for the purposes specified 
out of the county general fund. 


Secretary Walker says that under 


this law It will be possible for both 
1h« A'.ameda and Contra Costa coun- 
ty Supervisors to jointly appioprlatc
